William Moore, landlord, that he was 
‘coing to a lodge meeting. When he 4id 
not appear Saturday morning, 
looked about the barber shop and found 
this note: 
“Dear friends and loved ones: I am 
sed and lénely, and tired of life, and 
ne one cares for me. I have 20 cents 
worth of curbolic acid to take. I am 
going to jump in the Mississfppi River 
and drown, and if I don’t end my life 
there, I'll take the acid. I have nothing 
else to live for. So fare you well to all. 
I am going five miles south on the Mis- 
sissippi River. ED REEVES.”’

Kate Genetti said that, 
her recently, after she had refused to 
marry him, Joseph Genetti left with her 
a whisky flask containing a 
liquid smelling like extract of banana. 
He told her it was sweet, and that she 
inust drink it. 

A few hours later he returned, she 
said, and asked angrily why she had 
not drunk the liquid. Fearing him, she 
said she had done so. 

“No, you didn’t,” she says he replied. 
“If you had, I would know it."’ 


Again Asked About Solution, 


Later, she said, he again telephoned 
to her and asked her if she had drunk 
the stuff. She again said she had done 
so, and he again angrily contradicted 
her. 

“Have you been trying to poisen r7;?"’ 
she said she asked. 
-7ell, I would know if you wwa it,” 
she says he replied. 

She kept the contents of the bottle, 
which have since been analyzed. 

Chief Blake informed State’s Attorney 
Gillham of Edwardsville of the girl’s 
statement, and he issued the warrant 
charging attempted poisoning. 

Marshal Soma found Genetti Friday 
night in a Glen Carbon saloon, listening 
to a discussion of the Collinsville mine 
tragedy by a number of miners. When 
one of them referred to the fact that 
August Genetti, one of the viétims, had 
had a quarrel with his sister’s rejected 
suitor, he showed great nervousness and 
soon left the saloon. 

Soma saw him run toward the railroad 
tracks, and pursued and arrested him. 
He questioned him in Itallan. 
|} The young man admitted that he had 
been in Collinsville last Friday, one of 
the three days before the explosion 
when Mine No. 17 was closed, and might 
have been entered by the man who er- 
ranged the infernal machine. 

“But I was only there i0 minutes,” 
the suspect insisted. He denieu know- 
ing anything of the setting of the death 
trap by which August Genetti and Co- 
logna were caught. 

This trap, as told in Friday's Post- 
Dispatch, consisted of a double-barreled 
pistol, placed inside the men’s tool and 
powder chest, the trigger attached by 
wires to the lid. The raising of the lid 
of the chest by Cologna last Monday 
morning fired the pistol, and its flash 
set off the keg containing 10 pounds 
of powder. 


Trap for Brother. 

Cologna died a few hours later from 
his burns, after telling William and 
John Genetti that he believed the trap 
was set for August Genetti. He said 
he wished he could live long enough 
to avenge the deed. 

August Genetti died Thursday. As 
both men died in St. Mary’s Hospital, 
East St. Louis, the case is in the 
hands of the Coroner of St. Clair 
County, instead of being handled in 
Madison County, where the men 
lived, 

The Coroner will summon William 
and John Genetti to tell of Loutfs Col- 
ogna’s dying statement, and will try 
to obtain the testimony of Kate 
Genetti as to threats made against 
her and her brother, August, by her 
rejected suitor.

CURTIS HILL MADE 
HIGHWAY ENGINEER 


St. Louis Man Instructed to Prepare 
Plan for $500,000 Road to 
Kansas City. 








Curtis Hill of St. Louis, graduate of 
Missouri and Cornell universities, was 
appointed State Highway Engineer by 
the Missouri! Board of Agriculture, pre- 
sided over by Gov. Folk at the South- 
ern Hotel Saturday. 

Mr. Hill was called before the board 
and instructed to prepare plans for a 
State highway between St. Louis and 
Kansas City, the recent Legislature 
having appropriated $600,000 for this 
purpose. 

In addition to this the Legislature al- 
lotted to St. Louis and.each of the 
114 counties of Missouri the sum of 
$4113 for the building of good roads. 
The new Commissioner will have charge 
of the entire road work throughout the 
State. Mr. Hill is 38 years old, married 
and resides at 4828 Fountain avenue. 
He is now connected with the engineer- 
ing force of the city Sewer Department. 
His father, William Hill, is one of the 
wealthiest and best-known farmers in 
Jackson County. 

Mr. Hill’s salary as Highway Commis- 
sioner will be $2400 a year. 


Convicts May be Used. 

The question of using convicts to 
break the macadam for the proposed 
roadways was discussed at the meeting, 
but no decision was reached. It is the 
sentiment of the board, however, that 
the convicts should not be employed on 
the roads, so that if used they will do 
whatever work is to be done at Jef- 
ferson City. Plenty of rock can be 
found near the Penitentiary. 

Gov. Folk said that it would probably 
require three or four years to com- 
plete the St. Louis-Kansas™City road- 
way. 

“The survey will be made at once,” 
said the Governor. ‘‘Later plans will be 
considered for a highway from north to 
south across the State. The next Legis- 
lature probably will appropriate all that 
is necessary to carry on the good work.”

Senator Dolliver 
lectured before the loca] Chautauqua 
and without attempting to reply serious- 
ly to the address of Mr. Tiliman, ridi- 
culed every statement he had made 
and said: 

“Men of the type of Sennen Tillman. 
who openly boast of violating the law. 
who was instrumental in the murder of 
hundreds of blacks and who preaches 
anarchy, Should be  pbéhindg prison 
walls.”’ 

Tillman hurried into tow nand insert-| 
ed a notice in the evening paper that 
he had been grossly insulted and that 
in the South the way those things are 
adjusted was by duel. 

Dolliver read the statement and met 
Tillman in the lobby of the Otsego Ho- 
tel. A stormy interview followed, and 
it was only through the efforts of by- 
standers that trouble was averted. Dol- 
liver said he was not fighting duels, 
end Tillman branded him as a coward 
for not being able to back up his state- 
ments. 

Dolliver left town last evening. He 
was followed by an angry crowd, and 
the police had difficulty in getting him 
to the train shed. Tillman remained 11

Forgery is Alleged, 

It is charged this fraud was attempted 
by means of forged entries and files, 
declaratory statement, applications to 
enter, powers of attorney and non-min- 
eral affidavits, at the United States 
Government Land v.uce at Glenwood 
Springs. 

The indictment names 4 specific in- 
stances of alleged fraudulent entries of 
land, and charges that the men indicted 
furnished the money to other persons to 
make the entries. 

The Government alleges the alleged 
scheme involved the organization of the 
Yampa Anthracite Coal Co., which was 
to take over the property after the en- 
tries had been perfected. 

The Government permits individuals 
to enter claims for not more than 10 
acres of coa] and timber lands in the 
West, and a corporation or an associa- 
tion may enter for 640 acres. 

Any combination of individuals or 
firms seeking to obtain a greater amount 
of land is classed, vy the Federal stat-. 
utes as a scheme to defraud, and is 
punishable by imprisonment of the par- 
ticipant for not more than two years 
and a fine of not more than $10,000. 

In May 23 St. Louisans testfied before 
the Denver grand jury. Among them

QURTH GROWING 


Fifty-Nine Victims Reported and 
Grim Returns Are Still

CHICAGO, July 6.—With t grim re- 
turns still coming in, the number of 
Fourth of July casualties for 1907 has 
eclipsed all records in the last nine 
years. 

The total number of dead so far is 59. 
This figure was equaled only twice be- 
fore in the nine years—in 1900 and 19%. 

The total number. of injured at mid- 
night stood at 3807. This total breaks all 
records in the nine years, the highest 
number heretofore reported on July 6 
being 3683 in 1903. 

As usual, fireworks claimed the largest 
number of victims—l72¥44. The victims of 
cannon, gunpowder, firearms and toy 
pistols are in relative proportion.

Finan ig Exonerated., 

Claim agents of the United Railways

Are Justifably Proud. 

Fifty years of ‘‘Good Old Guckenheim- 
er Rye’’ is the 1907 record of A. Guck- 
enheimer & Bros. For a half-century 
the Guckenheimer family has beén man- 
ufacturing and selling this brand. The 
purity and quality, which made the 
whisky famous nearly a half-century 
ago, has been maintained to the pres- 
ent. 

The firm began business in 1857 in 
arn unpretentious little store in Pitts- 
burg, Pa. It was composed of Asher 
Guckenheimer and his half-brother, 
Samuel Wertheimer. Three years later, 
two more Guckenheimer brothers, 
Emanuel and Isaac, joined the firm, at 
which time the present name was adopt- 
ed. 

About this time the firm obtaineé con- 
trol of the entire output of the distil- 
lery of Thomas Bell & Co., at Freeport. 
Pa., whose whiskies were then famous 
throughout that section for their qual- 
ity. In 1865 the firm bought the distil- 
lery with its brands, and the name o£ 
Bel} was dropped qa that of Gucken- 
heimer substituted,’ the quality of the 
whisky being carefully kept at its high 
standard. The output at this time was 
about 2000 barrels a year. 

In 1876 the firm also bought a distil- 
lery of McGonegal, Helmbold & Co., at 
Butler, Pa.

Jim Crow street cars are provided 
for in a bill which Delegate McShane 
of the Twenty-seventh Ward has in- 
troduced in the House of Delegates. 

Mr. McShane’s measure would com- 
pel the street railway companies to 
furnish “equal but separate” accom- 
modations for white and black pas- 
sengers. This segregation, the bill 
Stipulates, shall be obtained by an 
adjustable screen or partition between 
the members of the two races.

The composer of “Cavalleria Rusti- 
cana” is now in Vienna in order to 
conduct a concert on behalf of an Ital- 
jan charity. 

While attending a rehearsal recently 
he was interviewed by a member of 
the staff of the Zeit, who succeeded in 
obtaining some information concerning 
his new opera, “The Harvest Feast.”’ 
Sig. Mascagni said: “You know that 
the libretto gained the Sonzogno prize? 
It was written by a young Italian au- 
thor, Fausto Salvatore. The text has 
fairly gripped me. I have not yet begun 
to compose. I only had ‘La Festa de] 
Grano’ in December, anc, through trav- 
eling, have not been able to start to 
work on it. Nor shall I until the end of 
June, when my tour finishes.” 

In reply to a request for some idea as 
to how he meant to treat the work, he 
said: ‘I ought not really to say any- 
thing, but I may just s«etch it out for 
you. ‘The Harvest Feast’ is a modern 
tragedy of Christ. The center figure 
is a laborer, inspired with the idea of 
universal socialism, in pursuit of which 
he treads a path as terrible as the pas- 
sion of the Redeemer. The material is 
extraordinarily full of dramatic move- 
ment. It ends by the hero being struck 
down by his master. 

“T am building great hopes on this 
opera. I attach great importance to the 
libretto, and therein follow the princi- 
ples of Wagner.

I do not always 
begin at the beginning, but often choose 
a scene out of the middle and study it 
until the words turn into music, Then, 
for the first time, I sit down to the 
piano and note it down—generally pell- 
mell, as the notes come. Inspiration 
knows no methods! Order comes later

JUDGE SWAYNE, ONCE TRIED 
BY U. S. SENATE, PASSES AWAY 


Federal Jurist, Principal in Famous 
Impeachment Proceedings, 


Acquitted. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

PHILADELPHIA, July 5.—Judge 
Charles Swayne of the United States 
Court for the Northern District of 
Mlorida, died at the University of 
Pennsylvania Hospitat here this after- 
noon of complicated kidney trouble. 

Judge Swayne’s name became familiar 
to the public through an attempt to im- 


peach him for “high crimes and misde- 
meanors.’’ His trial took place in the 
United States Senate towards the close 
of the first session of the Fifty-ninth 
Congress. It lasted six weeks and was 
the first impeachment proceedings in 
that body since the trial of Secretary 
of War Belknap under the Grant admin- 
istration, 

The specific charges were that Swayne 
did not reside in his district; that he 
made excessive charges against the 
Government for expenses; that he used 
his position to extort favors from rail- 
road companies and that he sat in a 
case in Florida in which his wife was 
personally interested. 

The trial resulted in his acquittal by 
a vote which was almost strictly along 
party lines,

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THE CRIME OF JINGOISM. 

If President Roosevelt seriously meditates send- 
ing the battleship fleet to the Pacific there is 
still ample time to prevent what may prove to 
be a most disastrous blunder. A long ocean cruise 
of the battleship fleet to the Pacific is wholly un- 
necessary. That much is admitted in the official 
statement from Oyster Bay, which says: “This 
cruise may possibly be to the Pacific, but might 
possibly be only to the Mediterranean or the 
South Atlantic.” 

Diplomatic considerations absolutely forbid it. 
Anything that might be mistaken at this time 
for a demonstration of force against Japan would 
be ill advised to the point of folly. 

In reference to the earlier report that sixteen 
battleships of the United States Navy were or- 
dered to the Pacific, The World and the Post- 
Dispatch printed authorized denials from Secre- 
tary Loeb. 

This mischievous report was thus stamped as 
false by an official denial in words that may be 
assumed to be t..e President’s own. This denial 
was in the highest degree creditable to the Presi- 
dent. 

Why was it not adhered to both in spirit and 
in letter? 

The New York Herald promptly stigmatized. 
the President’s utterance as one of those time- 
worn denials to which governments invariably 
resort when confronted with embarrassing news. 
In short, it said that the President’s plain, per- 
sonal denial was false, had no value and was 
controverted by facts.

As for the American peo- 
ple, they do not want war, and Japan over- 
wrought in a war that strained her nearly to 
exhaustion, needs peace, as her wise men know. 
But the nations are inflammable forces, and the 
unrestrained promotion of journalistic clamor 
may have power to excite the people on both 
sides. There is a war party in Japan, and the 
report that we are sending a great fleet of war- 
ships to be ready for Japan’s next move would 
be worked to excite that next move. What fool- 
ish men might say in Japan or wuat some foolish 
functionary might do would be made the most 
of on our side by sensation mongers, and so, step 
by step and from word to word, we should come 
to realize the recent words of a distinguished 
statesman that “Wars are made by newspapers.” 

Acts and words based upon the presumption 
that there is to be war will produce war. Witn 
this condition before us we may call the possibili- 
ties. the flagrant crime of jingo journalism. 

It is time to halt. It is time for Theodore 
Roosevelt to turn back the tide. It is time for 
him as President of the United States to an- 
nounce to all the world that the battleships of 
the United States are not going to the Pacific and 
this jingo propaganda must cease.

CHICAGO, July 6.—The biggest crowd 
in the history of Chicago is here to 
see Rockefeller.  EXxxcursion trains are 
rolling into every depot, and lake steam- 
ers are bringing tremendous crowds 
from as far away as Buffalo and Du- 
luth. The transportation companies 
have appealed to Judge Landis to have 
Mr. Roekefeller proceed to court through 
State street, where everybody can get 
a glimpse of him. They have also asked 
that he be denied the shelter of a 
closed carriage, but sit in an all-glass 
hearse, or else go in an open automo- 
bile. 

Mr. Rockefeller is at the home of his 
son-in-law, Mr. McCormick, on Belle- 
vue avenue. This is very satisfactory to 
the transportation companies. Bellevue 
is a wide street, there are no fences, 
and the grounds about the McCormick 
home make an admirable camping 
ground. About 85,000 people are camped 
there, the fountains afford plenty of wa- 
ter, and the ornamental foliage is not 
too thick to obscure the view when Mr. 
Rockefeller goes in and out. This morn- 
ing he was up early and strolled through 
the camp. In dallying about one of 
the fountains he left footprints, which 
have been cut out as souvenirs and

Thief Returns Checks and Drafts, 
but Victim Is Too Ashamed 
to Return. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
NEW YORK, July 6.—Inspectors of 
United States Guarantee Co. are 
searching for H. J. Wilson to redeem 
him in spite of himself, for Wilson ran 
away from his responstpilit'c-s and let 
himself be classed as a bank robber 
when, in fact, he was the one robbed. 

Wilson, a_ plain, Plodding man of 4 
years, was employed by the First Na- 
tional Bank as a messenger, He disap- 
peared last Monday after making collec- 
tions aggregating a little more than $36,- 
000. On Tuesday the pnank received an 
envelope containing $34,718 in checks and 
drafts. 

Then came a pitiful letter from Wil- 
son in which he recitea tnat after mak- 
ing his collections and while on a street 
car pickpockets. relieved him of the 
bank’s checks and money and that, mor- 
tified with shame and the fear that the 
bank officials would believe him a thief, 
he had determined to disappear until! he 


could make up his mind just what he 
ought to do. 

Investigation by the bank revealed the 
truth of Wilson's story and also devel- 
oped the fact that the pickpocket se- 
cured $1716 in cash. The thief returned 
the checks and drafts, as the y were use- 
less to him. Now that the truth is 
known the bank officials hope Wilson 
will return.

Two consecutive weeks of advancing prices in the stock mar-| 


ket is an experience to which Wall street has long been unaccus- 
tomd, yet that is record of the past fortnight. There were days of 
reaction, to be sure, and the upward movement was attended by no 
little, irregularity, but these tendencis were not expressed to any 
greater. extent than might have been the case in a market with a 
sounder material and personal backing than the present one. 

It is to be noted, further, that up to this time the rise in 
prices has made progress in the face of a set of circumstances not 
susceptible of a favorable construction. Money market conditions 
have remained exceedingly active and the money market outlook, 


at best, can be classed only as dubious. 


The fiasco attending last week’s mu- 
nicipal bond offering attested signift- 
cantly to the congested condition of the 
investment market, even after all due 
allowances had been made for the dis- 

tinctive difficulties which attend the et- 
forts of the' city authorities to raise 
fresh funds at the present time.

The money market outlook is, of 
course, at this time additionally com- 
plicated by practical certainty that with- 
in space of a few weeks the usual trans- 
fers of currency:to the West for crop- 
moving purposes must be reckoned up- 
on.

Government Crop Report. 

Considerable interest attaches to the 
Government crop report, which will ap- 
pear Wednesdiy, as the figures then to 
be made public ‘will give really the first 
definite notion as to the ouft-turn of the 
winter wheat crop. 

The most extravagant estimates as 

to the final out-turn of the grain crop 
have been in circulation-in Wall street 
during the week, but thus far they huve 
had little’ other substantiation than 
tnight be found in the course of afieirs 
in the Chicago grain pit. 
‘It is neither. easy, nor, perhaps, ex- 
pedient to discuss the financial out- 
look in the light of the so-called con- 
troversy with Japan. Diplomatically 
considered, it might perhaps be said 
that no genuine grounds for serious con- 
troversy exist. 

It appears to be the case, however, 
that both in this country and in Japan 
a certain spirit of antagonism prevails 
on the part of the people, and senti- 
ments of this description often carry 
results surpassing the powers of sup- 
pression by governmental authority. 

Reference to this point is made be- 
cause it would be useless to omit con- 
sideration of-a matter which has for 
the past fortnight occupied no small 
share of discussion in financial circles.

The sudden shipment of $1,000,000 gold 
coin to Amsterdam emphasized the pre- 
dicament of foreign centers, just as the 
weak return of the German Bank di- 
rected attention to the unsettlement at 
berlin. 

Notwithstanding the relatively poor 
showing made by the French and Eng- 
lish banks, however, it must be con- 
ceded that the great European mar- 
kets weathered last week’s storm fairly 
well, although they may be yet a con- 
siderable distance from altogether 
smooth waters. 

Paris is bidding eagerly for gold here, 
offering the terms that have so far 
drawn $20,000,000 to that market. The 
London bank has apparently retired 
from the contest and no. longer pro- 
vides the inducements held out a fort- 
night ago. 

But the unusual strength of exchange, 
whieh has ruled strong in spite of the 
continued gold outflow, places our gold 
supply within dangerous reach of for- 
eign markets. We have lost gold to 
Europe during July in seven out of the 
last ten years, but the movement has 
rarely continued into August. It may 
be questioned, therefore, whether the 
outflow will keep up much longer, now 
that the engagements of July financing 
are no longer oppressing the markets. 

Reflects Accounts’ Shifting. 

The sharp rise in call money rates to 
15 per cent last Monday reflected the 
shifting of accounts usual at this sea- 
son. The 10 per cent rate of Tuesday, 
however, followed by 7 per cent on 
Wednesday, indicated an urgent demand 
from other quarters and showed how 
great the burdens of the markets really 
‘were. 

While stock exchange loans declined 
to 5 per cent yesterday, the active bid- 
ding by corporation borrowers and the 
sale of short-term notes at terms yield- 
ing six or seven per cent to the lender, 
were suggestive incidents of an un- 
usually broad demand. In this respect 
conditions here are not essentially dif- 
ferent from those governing foreign 
markets, especially Berlin, where there 
is still a situation of virtual stringency, 
so far as the ability of borrowers to 
secure long-term accommodation is con- 
cerned. 

The position of the German market is 
still occasioning some uneasiness on the 
other side, although the situation is 
siightly stronger now that the mid-year 
settlement has passed. 

Paris is no longer taking gold from 
London, but the propensity of the 
F'rench bank to hoard the metal is still 
a factor with which all markets have to 
reckon.

Man Who Investigated Says 
Vehicles Are Not Cleaned 
in the Barn. 





In order to promote cleanliness in the 
street cars and for the good health 
of the genera! public the Rallways Com- 
mittee of the Carondelet Business Men’s 
Association is seeking to have smoking 
prohibited on the street cars. Not on'y 
does the committee seek to have the use 
of tobacco discontinued on the three 
rear seats of cars, but they wish to ban- 
ish it entirely. 

As a result of a personal investigation 
which he has been conducting, Arthur 
Stoehr, member of the Railways Com- 
mittee of the association, says that the 
Health Department ignores the bad con- 
dition of the Broadway cars. He has 
ascertained, he says, that no officer wf 
the Health Department has ever visited 
the car barns at Broadway and Osage 
street, although inspectors for that pur- 
pese have been appointed. Cars are nev- 
er properly cleaned at the Broadway 
barns, and they are never washed, as 
they should be, Mr. Stoehr declares. 

Mr. Stoehr says that in riding on the 
South Broadway cars it is necessary for 
one to. choose onc’s seat with care be- 
cause the law geverning expectoration is 
not enforced. Besides this condition, he 
says the floors are filthy, the seats 
stained with dirt and grime and the win- 
dows are blurred and unwashed. Broad- 
Way cars are sent out from the barns 
in this condition, he says. 

He has discovered a wide difference in 
the condition of the Bellefontaine cars, 
he says. A car washer is maintained at 
the Bellefontaine barns at Virginia ave- 
nue and Walsh street and the cars sent 
out from these barns are clean. He said 
when the Railways Committee askeil 


ernment might have an interest in theja reason for this difference, United Rail- 


ways Co. officials stated the difference 
was due to the fact that a better class 
of ,passengers used the Bellefontaine 
ars. This, Mr. Stoehr says, is a mistake, 
and he says the Broadway cars are as 
much in need of care as those of the 
Bellefontaine line.
